LITTLE UNWRITTEN HISTORY. 


By invitation I was present In Chi¬ 
cago In June. 18U7, during the week 
of the R. U. convention which giivt? 
birth to the.S. D. of A. After ronchlng 
the hotel and washing uj)—which was 
about 10 o’clock p. m.—I was shown 
to the room of Eugene V. Debs, who 
o[ieiie<l the door aud asktul me in, 
where I fouuil some fifteen persons. 
The subject of a new Socialist organi¬ 
zation was being dlscussetl. It derel- 
o|K>d that uot H line of dt'clarntlou or 
constltufioii had been preparetl. 'ITils 
was unfortunate, for all jiersons of e.x- 
jierlence know how Imiiosslble It is to 
have a jpuieral meeting do such work. 
After much talk It was decided to have 
thrw dlffertmt parties make ilrafts of 
a declaration, to be submitted at a 
UK'etlng to 1 k‘ held the next evyulug. 
'This was done, and from the three was 
evolved the dei’laratlon which was 
adopted. During the dlsctisslons over 
the declaration of imrisises It devel- 
oi>ed that a number of the K. U. mem- 
liers in the city of Chicago, who were 
l»rescnt. w»‘r»- violently opiioseil to po¬ 
litical action, and every rcfereiuu? to 
the ballot or isibtics was warmly-dis¬ 
cuss*-*!.

M*>r*‘ limn *m*-c during the discus¬ 
sions the acting chairman lilimtiy said

giist at the uctloii of tlios*‘ wh*> were 
s*> much afraid *'if "tlu- slime ot i>oli- 
th's."

Tlie average workman now produces 
values covering his own means of suli- 
Blstence. In from' one to three hours’ 
work out of a total working day of ten 
hours. The linlauce of time, from 
seven to nine .hours dally, belongs to 
the master. Indefinite shortening of 
the working tlqie necessary to produce 
what the worker must have to live on. 
the capitalist thinks is all right; and 
most of the worker# think the same.

While the stockholders of the street 
railways in Chicago are r»>celving enor¬ 
mous profits, which the Allen law 
was Intended to insure them the enjoy¬ 
ment of for half a century to come, the 
street mllways of Gla«gow are paying 
th?ir share of the expenses of city gov¬ 
ernment. 

While small property holders in Chi¬ 
cago find it difficult, and in many In¬ 
stances Impossible, to pay the asses.#- 
ment for street paving, the traction 
pe<H>Ie not only steal the streets but 
accumulate mlllioru; on the basis of 
private control of values granted by 
tbe oouDctl witfaont compensation. 

While stnrets need cleaning and'pav¬ 
ing and the municipality Is short of 


means to do the work, a private com¬ 
pany, by excessive profits on a business 
that should be owned and operated 
publicly, Is robbing the people, dic¬ 
tating legislation and deprecating “So¬ 
cialism:"

There are strange freaks all about us 
too numerous to make any sort of an 
attraction at a dime museum. You 
can prol3bly locate some of them if 
you look around. There's the man who 
prefers to build houses for other men 
and pAy other men for tbe privilege 
In them, rather than build a house for 
himself and pay the community the 
cost of maintenance. Then there's the 
fellow who would rather occupy a lot 
on condition that he be allowed to pay 
high rent to a private landlord, than 
be permitted by the community to oc¬ 
cupy a lot without rent and be bis own 
landlord. And another Is the cliap 
who live# “to work” and is thankful 
that he Is permitted “to work,” whose 
brain Is as dry as army hardtack, and 
who spends Ids time when he Is not 
"to work" extolling the vices of cap- 
Ithlism and wondering what we would 
do without capitalists!

BIRTH OF GREAT nOVEMENTS. 


All great historic movements start 
out with division of forces, with dis¬ 
cussion of details that seem trifling, 
with contentions over methods of pro¬ 
cedure and what seems to be waste 
of energy in fighting over what are 
called "uon-essentlals,” which latter 
are really often vitally essential prin¬ 
ciples. 

Kellglous liberty was only attained 
through gr**at trials and tribulations; 
ixilitlcal liberty, now gAnerally at¬ 
tained by tile innsses, went througli 
the same course and now we have the 
greatest and most desperate strug^e' 
of all before I's, and instead of show¬ 
ing a unltixl front, a solid-phalanx, we 
show a myriad lieadeil host struggling 
blindly against the liardest of all slav¬ 
eries tliat ever vexed humanity; a 
leader here and there with a handful 
of men desix*rately struggling to gain 
economic fr<*cdoni, ns if the jiassengers 
and crew on a sinking vessel In mld- 
oeeun should fight to get control of all 
the bouts that would easily accomino- 
dute all of them, destroying tlie boats 
ill tlielr frenzy, and all being whelmed 
iu a watery gnive. 

Tlie struggle is aluiost analogous. 
Wlieii every sclieme Imnglnalile is Ix;- 
liig eoncocteil liy tlie luulniest und( 
most iniscrupulons of tlio lenders of 
capitalism to further exploit labor 
und lender it weaker, more servile and 
more amenable to its devillsli disci¬ 
pline, our letiders are discussing and 
quarrelling over nictliixls of procedure. 
Tile l>ig-)‘iidians anil tlie little-endians 
descrllx>d in Gulliver’s travels are not 
more foolish. We liave already a half 
dozen dilTerent liraiids of Socialism iu 
America, and tlie leaders of eiicli are 
yelling ill stentorian tones tliroiigliuut 
the land tliat “my do.\y is orthoiloxy 
und your doxy is heterodoxy.” 

Tills is Hither a iiesHimlstlc view of 
tile situation, and it is certainly a su- 
perlielal view. 

Tlie Ix'giiiniiig. and for some years 
ftiilowiug. the Six'lalistlc moveineiit in 
(iermaiiy and France had ilie same 
drawlxicks, the individualistic ec^eii- 
irleltles.liad lo be thrown overboard, 
not witliout great retellings in tlie con¬ 
ventional Ixxiles. until now Ilie.Kuro- 
]H“an S(M-iaI Deniocrney seems io have 
a tliorougli foundation, based cm a 
niatlieniatienl knowledge that no con¬ 
vulsions of religious, political or social 
prejmliees cull shake or disturb. The 
S. li. moves along with the certainly 
of the glacier from its mouiitaiii • 
heights, griiullng down all opiwsltioii 
and i*repariiig tbe channel for the fu¬ 
ture International ComnionweaUli. 

Tlie iH'rec'ntage of incrcn.se in tlie 
votes for the S. 1>. in Germany has 
never fallen lielow lo and sometime# 
lis liigh as iu*r c<*iit.. Tlie Iii-st ele<’- 
tion, aci.-ording to plutocratic authority, 
added imnrly doO.OOO to its class con¬ 
scious vote. Tlie liicri'ase of the rep¬ 
resentatives to the Kelclistag, accord¬ 
ing to till* same authority. Is not loss 
than lo. Kaiser Billy, by the grace of 
the Ignorance of his fellow citizens and 
their ineradicable superstition and pre¬ 
judices. is becoming alarmixl for the 
sake of Ills many uniforms, that he will 
scarcely have time to wear tliem 
tlireadliji’re, is going to adopt drastic 
measures, not having gumption to se»- 
that by so doing he will damage Ithul 
which is now his pride, his own army 
that is more than half Socialist al¬ 
ready. 

Fnincc is treading tlie,same palh to 
the Intcrnntionnl Conimonwcalili, only 
more rapidly if we may bcdleve tliese 
same plutix-ratlc pajx>rs. 

Tlie liust increase is ivixirted (o be 
nearly half a million. In Ixirli coun¬ 
tries tills increase was aecompaiilcd b.c 
the same iilienonienoii. viz., tlie coiii- 
binatioii of tlie lioierogciious parties at 
tlie w'coiid ballots for tlie purpose of 
crushing out and defeating tlie Social¬ 
ists. 

Note well this ominous fact; for never 
before liiiro the conservative and eon- 
tlietlng smaller capitalistic ]>nrtics 
JoiniHi their forces ixilitlenlly to crush 
out the Socialists. This really means 
the Ix'giuning of the end. Proliably 
llie next parilaineiitary el3cilons in 
Germany and France will see the So¬ 
cialistic element ’ pretlomlnating and 
tlieii we may see the change iir<>|iiiet 1- 
enlly announced by I-ii Salle as coming 
ill ushered by .npheav.als of all soits. 

Tile movement In England lias re¬ 
ceived an Immense Inqietus from tlie 
recent strike of the engineers. If they 
learn that political and economic power 
are and should lie Inseparable, they 
will not Imve paid too dearly for their 
failure In the recent strike. At pres¬ 
ent It does seem as If they had at last 
learned the lesson tliat they must vote 
togetlier a.s well as strike together. 

All over the world tlie proletariat 
have leameil or an* Icaniing the les¬ 
son tliat in unltv there is strength, and 
•with all the • seemingly unneecssary 
and much deploml friction in the de¬ 
velopment of Socialism In America, we 
ninsi not expect to be exempt from 
tbos*.* conditions which mark the birth 
of nil great movements. Receut de- 
velopipents have raised the standard of 
Socialism and not lowered It.

INDEPENDENT POLITICAL 
ACTION. 

It may be stated with a confidence 
tliat will meet 'with no qualificatlou or 
rcserviitloii wliatever among those 
who were present at the birth of the 
Simlnl Democratic Party, June 11, that 
the party starts out on Its career with 
a clear understanding tliat the chief 
weaixju whereby it .expects to acewn- 
pltsii Its great purpose. Is independent 
IKiliticol action. There Is absolutely 
no ground for the suggestion that any 
otlier course is contemplated, ex<*ept 
jKissibly in the failure of the constitu¬ 
tions to expressly declare the object 
of the organization, and this will not 
lie overlooked in the work of revision 
now going on. But the constitutions, 
national, state and local, do declare in 
terms that cannot be misunderstood, in 
favor of Independent political action 
and no other. Section fl, “Constitution 
of National Council," sayp: “No mem- 
lx;r shall hold .political office, except 
under the So(*lal Dt*mocratlc I'arty.” 
The same provision occurs in Section 
.S, “Constitution of State Unions.” and 
again In Stx*tlon 15, “Constitution of 
L(K*al Branclies.” the language being 
identical in both scctloas with that 
<|iioted above. 

Section 2, “Constilutlsn ■ of Local 
Branclies;" says: "Any reputable ix;r- 
soii subscribing to the principles of 
this oi-ganlzatloi. shall lx> ell^ble to 
memlx*r8lilp.” 

Now. what are the priticlplos of the 
organization? Olivioti.sly the declara¬ 
tion and deninnds adopted at Chicago 
June 11.

Improvalili* no doulit as arc all things 
liiimnti. it s<*<*nis ImpossUile for our 
comrades in Vigo county, Indiana, who 
liave 'uotuinatixl a Social Democratic 
ticket, or the <*oiurudi*s of New Hatnp- 
slilic. -who also liave tickets in the 
field, to ilo anglit else than coadtict a 
canvass for tliclr candidates on Inde- 
ix>ndetit lines, alisolutely free from 
eiitaugliiig alliances willi all ixfiiti- 
clans and parties of whatever name. 
Neither is there the sllgtitest ground 
for supposing that the comrades in 
Indiana or New Hampshire will pur¬ 
sue any other course than that which 
is clearly intended by the terras of the 
constitution. 

This is not -written to advocate or 
defend the work tlius far done, most 
of it under great difficulty, by Hie com- 
m'ttees. There is no claim made by 
anyone Hiat that work is jierfect, and 
tlie members at large liave lx;fore 
them, as their rlglit. to pass, iiixin It. 
It is deeiiicil proper to say tills much, 
however, because of a complaint from 
an earnest comrade at Boston, wliose 
zeal for Hie good of the party is cred¬ 
itable lo him. ill which he says the 
"S. D. P. does not recognize independ¬ 
ent . political action as its chief 
weapon." We do not. of counu*. all 
.see a thing from the same standpoint;

. NAME AND LOCATION. 

Section 1. This organization, loca'cd !

shall iH! known as Local Branch No.

Democratic Party ot Atnerlon. and 
sliall hold a charter duly Issurd by the 
.National Council, which may be sus-

of Hie laws, [irinclples or regulations 
^f Hie organization. 

MEMBEUSHlP. 

Sec 2.' Apy reputable person sule 
scribing to the principles of this or¬ 
ganization sh.all be eligible to inemher- 
ship. 

Sec. 3. A local branch shall <-onsiat 
of not less than five, uor more than 

five hundred members, -•-mcmbeiB 

constituting a quorum. 

Si'C. 4. A person desiring membershlii 
shajl make applicntlon to a local 
branch, recommended by a member of 
said branch, nnd If accepted by a ma¬ 
jority vole.shall be enrolled ns a mem¬ 
ber. 

Sec. 5. A member may be transferred 
■from one local branch to another by 
obtaining from the secretarjra transfer 
card and depositing tbe same with the 
secretary of the brafich desired to be 
Joined. 

Sec. e. A member In good standing 
may terminate his or her membership 
by obtaining from the secretary a card 
of withdrawal. 

Sec. 7. Ehich member shall be enti¬ 
tled to a card of Tnembersbip. such 
card to be furnished by the National 
Council and issned to members by the 
secretary of tbe local branch. 


APPEALS. 

Sec. 22. Any member having been 
suspended or cxpclleil may^aii|ienl to 
the Executive Board of tbe State, and 
If the decision of that body is not sat¬ 
isfactory he may a|i|)eal to the Execu¬ 
tive Board of Hie National Council. 

Sec. 23. The constitution of Local 
Brniiches.
